Baltimore Uyster rio. 


As the oyster season is again at hand, it 
may not be out of place to give the receipt 
for making oyster pic, a favorite dish at 
Baltimore, the oyster's native heath, ‘To 
prepare oyster pie according to the best 
authorities a sutlicient number of fat, me- 
dium-sized oysters must first be obtained, 
‘There is a division of opinion at this point 
upon the question whether the hard part of 
the oysters should be separated and thrown 
away, but the weight of authority seems 
to be in favor of so doing. Tho oysters 
are then taken and thoroughly drained in 
order to get them as dry 48 possible, They

The 
pulse of a grown woman exceed that of a 
man of the samo age as much ax 10 to 14 
beats a minute, and according to some au 
thorities is less frequent in the tall than in 
the short person, the variation being about 4 
beats for cach six inches of height.

A sentiment is growing up in favor of 
somothing more than the common school for 
the youth of America, Reading, writing, 
and arithmotic are all very well in thelr 
way, but thoy do not train the eye, cultivate 
the car, or make the hand skilful in the use 
of tools, In this respect other nations are 
far ahead of the United States. In Aus- 
tralia there are over a thousand schools, four 
thousand two hundred teachers, and ninoty- 
eight thousand pupils in technical schools, 
Bavaria has one thousand six huudred 
industrial schools for girls, In Denmark, 
France, and Germany, there aro literally 
hundreds of thousands of boys and girls who 
are not only learning how to read aud write, 
but how to work with skillful hands under 
the inypiration of an artistic education, 
Amoricans are very clever and intelligont, 
but the foundations of a technical education 
in this country have to be picked up, they 
are not taught. In othor words, the number 
of unskilled laborers in the United Statos is 
far groater than in any other countey, We 
have somo fow agricultural colloges, and a 
technological institute in Boston, Coons 
Institute in New York has its yaluo also, 
But we are far, very fay behind nations like

Lifo in an Esquimaux Hut, 


The correspondent who accompanied the 
Arctic expedition of Lieut. Greeley, gives this 
graphic account of the interior of an Esqui- 
man hut, and the every-day costume of its 
mistress : 

At Proven a better opportunity for study- 
ing the habits of the primitive Esquimaux 
waf afforded than atany other place we have 
visited. The whalers and exploring parties 
seldom visit itand the influence of the white 
man is less perceptible. They retain their 
habits of life as practiced before they im- 
proved their condition, to a greater extent 
than in any other parts of Greenland. I 
spent four hours consecutively in one of their 
least attractive “igloos,” or huts. My pre- 
text for so protracted a stay was ostensibly 
awaiting the completion of a cap of cider 
down, on which one of the squaws was en- 
gaged. The hut was built of turf, moss and 
stone, and was entered by a long, narrow 
low passage or tunnel—so low that I was 
compelled to crawl on hands and feet,a most 
disagreeable and humiliating proceeding, as 
the dogs and natives (not much better in 
point of cleanliness) also have ingress and 
ogress through the same voutibule; On 
reaching the small interior hole, which was 
livMy, cating and sleeping room, the first 
ylances discovered the mistress of the house 
in an extremely airy costume, sitting on the 
the shelt or platform on which they sleep. 
By due process of barter a neckerchief that 
Thad worn was transferred to the posses: 
sion of the squaw in exchange for the cider 
cap to which I referred, and which she at 
once proceeded to make, first measuring the 
dome of my intellect with great precision, 
‘The room was too low to admit of standing 
upright, No stove or fire place appeared ; 
aga substitute was a hollowed stone, used

Y | asa lamp, with seal oil for fueland moss for 


a wick, The atmosphere of the room was 
stifling and extremely nauseating from the 
odor of sealskins strewedaround, Ihe sleeping 
arrangements were most simple, A platform 
about two fect high and extending trom the 
wall about six feet occupied one side of the 
room. This is the receptacle of skins and furs 
during the day, and when tho natives retire 
they make it a general couch, each dis 
of Morpheus drawing over himself or herself 
#o many of the skins as are necessary for 
comfort, ‘The costume of the Esquimaux 
women is so nearly like that of the men that 
ata first glance it isdifficult to distinguish the 
sexes, The woman, however—as all the 
world over—<«ress ina more pleasing man- 
nerthan the men, The costume generally 
consists of a pair of dainty boots Ae dressed 
sealskin, stained different colors and orna- 
mented with small pieces out in fancy forme 
which reach above the knee, ‘Then come the 
pantaloons, or trunks, also of sealskin, but 
with the hair on. ‘Thess are very short, 
reaching hardly half way down the thigh, 
whore they mect the boots or loggings. ‘The 
upper part of the body is covered by a loose 
fitting cassook, or smock, devoid of buttons 
which is pulled over the head, An attach= 
ed hood can be drawn over the head, or al- 
lowed to fall back on the shoulders at ploax- 
ure. A pair of the aforomentioned trunks, 
or pantaloons, was the only part of the cos 
tume thatthe dusky maker of my cap saw 
fitto wear, She appeared to work with 
greater facility, howover, than if trammelled 
with clothing, ax she deftly hold the matori- 
aly in position with hor tocs while sho trim:

it comes in, from the shps themselves, In 
another apartment are telephones connected 
with the reporters’ rooms at the House of 
Parliament.

‘The stenographer writes out his 
notes as heretofore, then the manuscript is 
read off through the telephone. ‘The recipi- 
ents of the messages at The Times office dic- 
tethem to the type-setters, and so they 
are put into type. The manuscript comes 
up from the House as heretofore, and goes 
into the reading-room} so that the proofs are 
read by the original copy, thus checking the 
telephonic dictation. ‘The type setting-ma-

down; they are stereotyped; they pass to the 
machine; the paper is printed, and goes 
forth into the publishing office, which opens 
its doors at about 4each morning to the car- 
ters and porters of Smith & Sons, who are 
the chief distributors of the leading journal, 
Tn front of these busy rooms, cut off from 
the heat of the machinery, and haying an 
outlot upon Queen Victoria Street, are the 
advertising offices and the letter and inquiry 
department, From the aspect of a manu- 
factory and government bureau in one, the 
establishment now assumes the appearance 
ofa bank, The similarity is 1ot without 
oint, for here come in ** the sinews of war,” 
n this departinent there is a telophone in 
communication with the Royal Exchango, 
which can be switched off to the oflices of 
all the leading adyertising agents in the

FAMOUS EPIGRAMMATISTS. 


Smart things ina Short Way. 


George Eliot had indecd something of the 
knack, but her epigrams, even in hor earli- 
ost works, ware more cumbrous and leas in 
cisive than the phrases which, from the days 
of St. Evremond to those of Lord Beacons- 
field, were the chief flowers in the crown of 
literary men and women of t Keven 
Thackeray, deapite hisex ti 'y genius, 
fell somewhat short of the form of the epi- 
gram proper ; and not the least noteworthy 
point about the famous caricature in *Endy- 
mion'’ is the way in which a writer, inferior 
on the whole from the pointof view of strict 
literature, has succeeded in polishing and 
sharponi form of Thackeray's utter- 
ance, while retaining and sometimes oxage 
ating its spirit, In literature and politics 
alike the actual gonoration of to-day fails to 
attain this peculiar gift. Lord Randolph 
Churchill and Mr, Mallook are on the whole 
achango for the worse from the Disracli and 
the Peacock wh r fathers know, We 
look in other directions almost in vain fov 
any sign of the true opigrammatist or tablo- 
talker in politics or literature, the man who 
can give to a political or literary-sintiment 
the form which takes it out of the regions of 
arguments and controversy, and makes ita 
possession for the time, if not for 
‘The multiplication of political business and 
the fertility demanded of modern men of 
letters may perhaps bo blamed for some: 
thing of this. All the famous opigram! 
tists and maxim-mak have b porkons 
who were “comparativoly.* late, donbert 
spont alifo prolonged, dospite his ill-health, 
to the full strotch of ordinary man in work- 
ing up a couple of small octavo yolumes. 
Rochefoncauld has but his tiny bundle of 
maxims and his memoirs to show, St. Evr 
moni spread a dozen small volumes ov 
nearly half a century of life, Chamfort and 
Rivarlo, though they were not long-lived 
mon, and though cach has left a certain bull 
of work, obviously devoted little pains or

plump octavo not ae in value, but in 
actual trouble of production. ‘There is prob- 
ably at the present day, a greater amountof 
epigram in the rough than there ever was, 
But epigram in the rough is not epigram. It 
is like the casnal Aa of the seashore, 
very pretty to look at, but flying into 
shivers at the touch of the lapidary’s wheel. 
A true epigram or aphorism is always hard 
to distinguish froma false one, Perhaps it 
is because there is so much of the false vari- 
ety about those who can produce the true 
are shy of doing so. More probably the ex- 
planation is to be found, as already hinted, 
in the altered circumstances of modern life. 
Speakers and writers are too busy to fashion 
the complete epi their audiences are 
too busy or too little cultivated to distingish 
it. The benevolent and appreciative andi- 
ences for epigram and aphorism of the old 
kind are cliques of scholars all educated in 
the same way and ready to respond to the 
same allusions; select classes of socioty 
priding themselves on their alertness to reco- 
gnizecertain forms of intellectual proficiency; 
assemblies, like the older House of Commons, 
governed by rigid rules of convention and 
etiquette ; clubs, colleges, chapters, close 
socioties of every kind, ‘No ian,” said the 
greatest of English whist-players, ‘is a good 
player among men whom he meets for the 
first time.” ‘The epigram is oxactly like the 
sublimer and- more esoteric strokes of the 
whist-table. It depends on an intimate 
knowledge of the audience and of their in- 
dividual peculiarities,

A poplar tree in Waukesha, Wis., ia at- 
tracting attention by its being completely 
covered with small insects resembling cater- 
pillars, In some places they are two inches 
thiok. 

Ty the old Rogers burying ground near 
Chatham, N. C., an oak tree has grown on 
a grave in which a person was buried seyenty- 
five years ago, and the tree is now five fect 
in diameter.

Pooplo Who Had tho Knack of Saying | 


How Candahar Was Lost. 
Poll Mall Cosette 


‘Tho following lettor, dated Bist of July, 
which has been received from Chaman, 
givos, os far os can bo gathored, the course 
of ovents which led to the occupation of 
Candahar by Sirdar Ayoob Khan : 

Directly Ayoob K 
reachod Nuozad, forty or fifty milos from 
the Helmund, ho commenced to open nego 
tiations, apparently to gain time for his regu. 
lar troops and artillery to come up and to 
assomble. as many partisans As possible in 
the country itself, In this last object there 
had hitherto been a wholly unexpected want 
of nucvess, Of the Zamindawari and Pusht- 
i-Rud tribesmen who, it was very confident- 
licted, would join Ayoobh en masse, 
only four or five (including some from Can- 
daliar) had joined Ayoob, while the Alizai 
chiefs and their followers, some five hundred 
in number, were all ranged on the Ameor’s 

y on the morning of the 26th the 
v's oflicers, catimating at its true value 
the cnemy’a offer to negotiate, marched to 
attack him. ‘Chey found him’ posted on a 
rising ground to ‘the rfght of the road to 
Candahar near a watercours: lled Karez-i- 
Asuda, His baggage had be massed in 
some safe place in or about the river-bed, 
and was invisible. The forces on each side 
were as follows:—On the Ameer's—Infan- 
try ; four regiments of 600, 2,400; one 
regiment of 350; Khasadars, and Pusht-i- 
Rud sowars, 1,000; ‘Tokhi Ghilzai sowara, 
200 ; total, 2,500, with oighteen guns. 

“Some horsemon of the Barakzais amon 
the Candaharia had deserted after Peps 
crossed the river and returned to their 
homes. ‘Two hundred should perhaps be 
deducted from the total of cavalry on this 
account, Ayoob's army had mado up for 
two Cabuli and Candahari regiments of 360 
720; three Herati and Candahari 

og! bal infantry, 
say 500; total 2,300, Cavalry: Heratis, 
who came with Ayoob, 1,400; regular 
cavalry, 200; remains of advanced guard 
with Hashim Khan and Muhammad ta 
Khan, 600; Candaharis, say 300: total, 2,- 
500, with thirteen or fifteen guns. It will 
thus be seen that Ghulam Haidar than had 
40 great a preponderance of infantry as to 
ensure success if properly handled, his 
cavalry and guns being equal to those of the 
enemy, Ayoob's dispositions seem to have 
been made with considerable skill. The bag- 
gago was disposed of in the bed of the river 
out of sight, ‘The infantry was drawn up 
in line facing north with the guns in front, 
‘The cavalry was massed on its left flank, 
‘The obvious course for the Ameer's gencral 
to pursue would have been to have kept 
along the main road toCandahar, thus turn- 
ing Ayoob's right and placing’ himself bo- 
tween him and the city, This would have 
forced Ayoob'a general to have changed 
front or to have abandoned his defensive 
attitude and commenced the action. Instead 
of this, Ghulam Haidar Khan advanced to 
the attack at once, without making any at- 
tempt at placing his troops in any suitable 
formation, Four regiments of infantry with 
the guna seem to have been in front, the 
baggage, guarded by tho fifth and 
regiment, behind them, while the 
brought up by the horse, 

“The battle began by six guns on the 
Ameor's side opening fire at long range. 
This was not responded to, and one regi- 
ment supported by a second advanced to at- 
tack the right of Ayoob's infantry. His 
guns then opened fire, but without results, 
The Cuabulis adyanced boldly, drove back 
the lirst regiment that opposed them on the 
second, which in its turn was giving way 
when two regiments in reserve were brought 
up and repulsed the Cabulis, who were un- 
supported, ‘They fell back on their guns, 
followed by Ayoob's infantry. No attempt 
was made to turn the two regiments in re- 

vo with twelve guns to the support of 
comrades, but a regiment of the 
Amcor’s vegular cavalry charged into the 
cn ’s infantry and checked it for a time ; 
but, Benny unsupported had to retreat. In 
the meantime a cayalry action had been 
going on ou the right rear, Seoing the in- 
fancy engaged, the Herati "horsemen, fol- 
lowing their usual tactics, made a wide cir- 
vuit to their left, got round the Ameer’s 
cavalry, and attempted to fall upon the bag- 
gage. ‘The Amecr’s horse, however, inter- 
cepted them in time, but were getting the 
worst of it when the infantry gave way on 
the left. Ghulam Haidar Khan made no 
attempt to rally his troops, but rode off the 
field with what remained of the regular 
cavalry and tho treasure, of which there 
was 450,000 Candahari rupees (225,000 
Company's rupees) among the baggage, He 
waspursucd at once by the whole Herati 
horace, who saw their booty escaping them, 
and abandoned it without attempting to 
fight. Of the Candahari horse some sur- 
rendered or went over to Ayoob, and some 
mado the best of their way to Candahar, 
The Zamindawar and Pusht-i-Rud sowars 
are believed to have gone off westward to 
their own homes. ‘The rearmost of the 
four Cabuli regiments, which had not fired 
a shot, surrendered and offered its services 
to the yictor, but was immedietely disarm- 
od. Tho rest broke and dispersed, No at- 
tempt was made to Bay) off the guns, Lhe 
news of the battle was brought to the city 
the same afternoon (tho distance is little 
over thirty miles) by two Cabuli horsemen, 
and soon became generally known, No dis- 
turbance took place, amd Shama-ud-din 
Khan closed the gates, told off guards and 
officers to watch thom, and declared his inten- 
tion to standa siege until relioved from Quet+ 
ta or Cabul, Nothing more was heard from 
Candahar till morning, which gaye reason to 
suppose that Shams-uddin Khan was car 
rying out his exprossed intention of standing 
asioye. But to-day a caravan of merchants 
arrived here, having left Candahar on the 
29th. y ytate that on the morning of 
that day Sirdar Muhammad Hashim Khan 
Sirdar Sham-du-din Khan, 
1, and the rest of the Cabul ‘ofli- 
t off toward Cabul, taking the 
treasure with them, On their departure, 
Sirdar Muhammad Hasan Khan, who had 
beon on bad terms with thom, loft his house 
and made a proclamation by beat of drum 
through the streets, warning all poople to 
keep quict, A couple of hours afterward 
Sirdar Muhammad Taalitm Khan (son of 
Sharif Khan) arrived with the Sartip’s son 
and sixty or seventy horsemen and took 
peaceable poauxsion of tho city.”

1,000 colonists yearly ; while the Prince de 
Joinvillo, and his brother, Due d’ Aumale, 
for their pat pledged thomsolves to expend 
not less than £30,000 in the erection of Baw: 
mills, sugar, and rum manufactories, ete.

The Extinction of tho Oyster. 


Liout. Francis Winslow, of the United 
States coast survey, has an article in the 
Popular Science Monthly for November which 
is caleulated_to make pale the check of the 
restaurant-keeper and to cause alarm in the 
stomach, if not the heart of every American 
lover of the oyster. Lieut. Winslow writes 
of the deterioration of our oyster-beds with 
significantly warning statistics drawn from 
foreign sources, His conclusions are also 
strengthened by careful experiments made 
ie connection with two of the most prolific 
oyster-beds of the Chesapeake bay, The 
natural oyster-beds of the north have already 
become practically exhausted, and while 
some authorities are disposed to consider 
thsbedsof Maryland and Virginia inexhausti- 
ble, Lieut. Winslow does not, His tests 
showed most conclusively that the present 
method of working the beds is Sxecedingly 
wasteful and exhaustive. A clumsy dredge 
in the shape of a scoop, weighing from five 
to thirty tons is dragged back and forth, 
wrenching the bivalves from their resting 
placos, crushing many of them, forcing oth- 
ers lip downward into uncongenial mud, and 
generally much impairing reproductive 
power, ‘This dredging is merciless and well- 
nigh continuous, notwithstanding protective 
laws. ‘Vho oysterman is like the Iumber- 
man, Solongas he supplies the presont 
generation at a profit to himself the future is 
of small concern to him, Lieut, Winslow 
gives some striking instances of the cisas- 
trous results of the overworking of pracy 
bods off the coost of France and Kngland, 
From the beds of Cancall bay, on the north- 
west of France, 70,000,000 oysters wore taken 
in 1848. -From 1859 to 1868, the decrease was 
from 16,000,000 oysters taken in the former 

ear to a few over 1,000,000 in tho latter, 
tn 1870 thw bed had entirely petered out, In 
the neighborh ud of Falmouth, Kng., there 
was an oyster fishery which up to 1866 
furnishod employment and support to eight 
hundred men and three handred boats, In 
that yoar tho old Jaws enforcing ® close time 
was repealed, and in ten years the bods bo» 
came so impoverished that forty fishermen 
barely oked out subsistonce from thom.
